While the
sccond, lun?iﬂ{lnf ol eightéen cars, wos
gtarting from Helmshore-station, where
there is a long and steép grade, the conpling
chuing broke, hack of the third carciage,
leaving fifteen behind, The latter Legan to
move slowly backward, but with gradually
avcelerating force for nearly four hundreil
yards, when they came into collision with
the third trald, with n fearfal crash. Two of
the mrrinfﬂ were broken to atoms, and
several others wmuch ehattervd. The engi-
neer of the third train did Lis best to stop
the locomotive, nnd then lay down on the
bed of the mglnt‘.
